The AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series will go down to 
the final race, a half mile at Gardena’s 
Ascot Park.

Eklund was excluded from the National 
there under the two-minute rule.

“Screwed at Syracuse "78” appeared 
below the number plate/question 
mark.

-a 100cc Yamaha!), Ed Zarp (Yam) and 
Brad Hensen (250 Yam).

The World Observed Trials 
Championship concluded Sept. 24 
with the final round in Czechoslo- 
vakia. Finland’s Yrjo Vesterinen 
finished third in the event to clinch 
his second consecutive World 
Championship. England’s Martin 
Lampkin won it to finish second in 
the standings. American Bernie 
Schreiber took second in Czecho 
for third overall in the points. All 
three rode Bultacos.

Honda's entry into 500cc World 
Championship Road Racing is 
expected to be delayed until the 
middle of the ‘79 season at the 
earliest, with a full-scale effort 
beginning in 1980. Honda had 
planned to make the beginning of 
the ‘79 season, but reportedly, 
designing a competitive four- 
stroke machine took longer than 
expected. 


Sales figures in the U.S. indicate that 
Yamaha is closing fast on traditional 
sales leader Honda. For the first six 
months of ’78, Honda slipped from a 
traditional 40% market share to 
29.2%, excluding the sales of the 
Honda Express Moped, the ATC and 
the Odyssey. Yamaha's sales figures for 
the same period were 29.1%. 
According to Yamaha, the one 
percent is equivalent to 700 units. 


Kawasaki's Gregg Hansford won 
the final 250cc World Road Racing 
Championship Series round in 
Yugoslavia, but teammate Kork 
Ballington clinched the series title, 
adding it to his 350cc World 
Championship. 


Top road racers,. including Johnny 
Cecotto and Kenny Roberts, are 
calling for the end of Formula 750 
racing in its present form, and 
according to reports, a special working 
party will recommend that to the FIM 
Autumn Congress. What some are 
hoping will replace it is a series such as 
the AGV World Cup. The AGV series 
included Daytona, Imola and Paul 
Ricard this year.

ll be racing a 250 that Yamaha is 
building for me now, and of course the 
500’s, which the fans in Europe feel is 
the real World Championship. I have 
already told Yamaha that I don’t in- 
tend to try for the 750cc title again.”

The AMA should be 
someone to stand by us against 
promoters or clubs that try to run their 
own show, so to speak. I feel it is time 
for all of us to stand together and start 
fighting for what we feel is right and, 
in a lot of cases, safe, at our tracks.

SoCal shortcomings 


On the weekend of Aug..26-27 three 
other northern California motocross 
racers and I traveled to southern 
California to race Saddleback on 
Saturday and Carlsbad Sunday. We 
all enjoyed the racing even though 
none of us finished well at Carlsbad. 

The layouts of both tracks were 
good, but unfortunately there were too 
many areas where improvement is 
needed. The following is a list of those 
areas: 

1. No Camping. There is only one 
northern California track that does 
not allow overnight camping. 

2. Entry fees are far too expensive. In 
NorCal, Novices and Intermediates 
race for $9-$10. At Saddleback, I 
paid $12 entry fee plus $5 gate fee 
for a total of $17. At Carlsbad, I, 
paid $10 entry plus $5 gate fee for 
a total of $15. Advertisements in 
Cycle News do not state anywhere 
that a $5 gate fee will be charged 
in addition to entry. 

3. Poor awards system. In NorCal 
engraved trophies are awarded 
within an hour after a rider's last 
moto. NorCal riders never wait a 
week for trophies. 

4. Inadequate restroom facilities at 
Carlsbad. 

5. Lack of organization: 

a. Gates don’t open early enough— 
In NorCal gates always open by 
6 a.m. giving a rider enough 
time to set up his pit area, sign 
up and walk the course. 

b. Unorganized practice session. 
Neither a two minute sign nor a 
one minute sign was used before 
the start at either track. The 
starts were very unprofessional. 

d. Poor track preparation at Carls- 
bad. Portions of the track were 
obviously untouched for weeks: 

e. Pit riding. Only sidesaddle: pit 
riding is allowed in NorCal, 
and the rule is enforced. 

f. Results were not posted at Carls- 
bad. Results are always posted 
within a half hour after a rider's 
moto in NorCal. 

Besides this lengthy list there is one 
other thing that surprised me in 
southern California. District 37 
charges its riders $12 membership 
when District 36 only charges its riders 
$3 membership. 

I would like to point out that 
northern tracks have starting gates, 
sprinkler systems, water trucks, 
tractors and P.A. systems, just like 
southern tracks. In addition, northern 
tracks often run a split schedule. With 
this system, Novices and Intermediates 
run both motos in the morning and all 
other classes run in the afternoon. 
This way, Novices are done by 1 p.m., 
and Pros don’t even have to arrive at 
the track until noon. Practice is also 
less crowded. 

I hope some promoters will read this 
letter. Improvement is desperately 
needed in southern California.

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Lin Kuchler, recently appointed AMA 
executive director, will “punch in” at 
the association’s Westerville, Ohio, 
headquarters on October 2. We're 
relaying a copy of the October 1958 
issue of Cycle Action, a now defunct 
magazine which billed itself as 
` providing “pictorial: news of motor- 
cycling” and listed one Charles 
Clayton as editor, to Kuchler with a 
request for an ASAP opportunity to 
sit down and gather material for a 
Cycle News feature to update the 
twenty-year-old (to the month) Cycle 
Action one. The two-decade-old one 
tells us that Kuchler was 42, had 
daughters aged 13 and 16 and a son 7- 
years-old, had been involved with 
motorcycling for 25 years, a motor- 
cycle dealer in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
for five years, and showed pics of him 
officiating at the 1958 Springfield Mile 
with one pic showing him shaking 
hands with fast qualifier Carroll 
Resweber. Stay tuned for what we'll 
call “Welcome back, Kuchler!” 


Kenny Roberts and Mario Andretti 
got together at Goodyear’s test 
track in Luxembourg a few days 
after Kenny won the 500cc crown 
and shortly before Andretti copped 
the Formula One auto racing title. 
Andretti showed Roberts the quick 
way around the circuit when the 
pair took to the track in two BMW 
sedans. 


Roberts will apparently take Kawa- 
saki’s Gregg Hansford up on his in- 
vitation to visit Down Under and join 
Gregg in Australia for a short vacation 
in October or November. Hansford 
has promised to take Roberts on a wild 
pig hunt in the bush country. 


Dale “Pig Farmer” Singleton called 
from his Dalton, Georgia home to 
inform us that he plans to be back 
in action by the October 7-8 Inter- 
national Cup of Nations road race 
in Imola, Italy. Singleton sustained 
a concussion and a shoulder 
separation in a practice crash two 
days prior to the Sept. 10 F750 
World Championship round at 
Laguna Seca. 


“T'll tell ya,” drawled Singleton, “that 
was the hardest I've ever crashed. I 
wasn’t even going fast since it was early 
in the F750 practice session. One 
minute I was racing right along and 
the next I don’t even remember. My 
shoulder is feeling better, but I have 
one heck of a headache.” 


The AMA and the National Safety 
Council are making a cooperative 
effort to encourage the voluntary 
use of helmets in states which 
have repealed their mandatory 
helmet laws. The main component 
in the program is a new poster 
which states, “Law or not...wear 
your helmet and protective 
clothing.” Initial plans call for 
distribution of 12,000 of the posters 
via clubs, dealerships, and other 
outlets in the 28 states which do 
not have a mandatory helmet law. e

Brow beats San 
Jose again, 
Springer’s point 


lead cut to one

SAN JOSE, CA, SEPT. 24 

Michigan’s Garth Brow became the first person 
ever to win the San Jose AMA Camel Pro Series 
mile twice in the same year. Brow, winner 


here in May, took the lead shortly after a crash 
brought out the red flag on the 
6 fourth lap. After tussling for 


awhile with Steve Morehead, 
Brow went on to build up an 








approximate 40-yard lead. 


Steve Eklund closed to within one 
point of leader Jay Springsteen in the 
Camel Pro point standings, 276-275, 
with one event left, the half mile at 
Gardena’s Ascot Park. Eklund rode 
the Zanotti Enterprises Harley- 
Davidson to fifth, while Springsteen 
had trouble hooking the factory 
Harley up and finished ninth. 

Finishing behind Brow were 
Findlay, OH, residents Steve 
Morehead and Hank Scott. Scott and 
Brow tied for the top number of mile 


wins this year — three — while for 
Morehead it was the third straight 
week in the top two. - 

During the opening ceremonies, the 
fourth turn grandstand was dedicated 
to the late Dud Perkins, a long time 
Harley-Davidson dealer and race 
supporter. Two of the riders that were 
once supported by Perkins showed up; 
former National Champions Mark 
Brelsford and Mert Lawwill. Brelsford 
is now living in Alaska; Lawwill tuned 
Brow’s winning mount. 


Time trials 


Brow started his winning show early 
by setting fast time around the Santa 
Clara County Fairgrounds oval with a 
$8.45-second time on his Klotz/Wiseco 
Harley-Davidson. Skip Aksland 
(38.60) was second fastest in his first 
dirt track appearance since he was 
injured in the Santa Fe TT in June: 
Gary Scott was third in qualifying, and 
the last polesitter.in the heats was Alex 
Jorgensen aboard the aging Ron 
Woods Norton. Springsteen was ninth 
fastest, Eklund 12th. 


Heats 

“It was a harder race,” said Brow 
of his heat race compared to the 
National, “Not as tiring, but harder.” 
Brow jumped into the lead with Ted 
Baody and Springsteen in his wake. 
Using a high line throught he turns, 
Springer quickly dispatched of Boody 
and then got past Brow. Springsteen 
then moved out to what looked to be ja 
comfortable position. Behind Brow, 
there was a battle over third between 
Boody and veteran Chuck Palmgren 
on the Dan Gurney H-D that was later 
joined by Hank Scott. 

Palmgren and Boody continued 
their fight; at one point it swept 
Palmgren past Brow. Garth stayed 
passed less than alap though, and 
started pouring on the coals to catch 
Springsteen. It happened on the last 
lap, with Brow leading the National 
Champ and Palmgren across the line: 
Boody and Scott headed for the semi: 

Rookie Ricky Graham led the 
second semi off the line, but glory was 
short-lived when the red flag came 
out. Texan Mike Kidd led the restart 
with Skip Aksland and Randy. Goss 
following. 

Aksland slipped his PJ1/Lectron/ 
D.A.R.T. Dev. XR past Kidd in turn 
one of the next lap, but Kidd didn't 
accept the idea and led the next two 
laps. 

Skipper went by Kidd again, this 
time in the second turn, and \this time 
for good. Aksland went on to win the 
heat over Kidd and Goss. Rookies Joe 
Wilson and Jackie Mitchell finished 
fourth and fifth. 

The third’ heat produced some of 
the best racing of the day. Gary Scott 
(KK Motorcycle Supply H-D) led with 
Bill Schaeffer (Bel-Ray/Schaffer's H-D 
XR) in second. By the end of lap one, 
Steve Morehead had the lead on his 
Doug Sehl-tuned KK Supply/K&K 
Insurance Harley. By mile three, 
Terry Poovey and rookie Lance Jones 
had made it a five-rider battle. 

Morehead led the first four laps 
before he suddenly dropped to third 
behind Schaeffer and Jones, and 
ahead of Scott and Poovey. The rookie 
took the point position on the next lap 
as Schaeffer dropped to fourth, 
Poovey started lighting the fuse on his 
Bel-Ray/Tex Peel H-D. Fifth on the 
seventh lap of the 10-lap heat, he was 
third on the eighth lap after 
dispatching Schaeffer and Scott. 
Poovey made his move around 
Morehead as they hit the white flag 
and then passed Jones on the last lap to 
come up with the win. Jones and 
Morehead took the other transfer 
Positions. 

The final heat saw Corky Keener get 
the holeshot, with Steve Eklund 
moving from fourth to second in turn 








twò ashe just shot right between two 
riders.‘ Eklund had the lead before the 
first lap was over, with Keener, Tommy 
Berry and Brad Hurst trailing. 

Eklund took off from the rest of the 
pack to lead and win easily. Steve had 
thes fastest heat, averaging 93.185 
mph: Alex Jorgensen appeared in the 
top four on lap three, and was in 
second to stay by the following lap. 

The race for final transfer was 
frantic. Keener and Hurst dueled 
intensely before Tom Berry, who'd 
slipped off the pace. for a couple of 
laps, rejoined them. The battle went 
down to the final lap with Berry taking 
third at the line. Hurst and Keener 
finished next and were off to the semi. 


Junior Invitational 

`: The Junior Invitational, sponsored 
by Concord Yamaha, looked like it 
was going to be a Wayne Rainey/John 
Wincewicz benefit. The two, Rainey 
from California on a Shell Yamaha 
and Wincewicz from Oregon on a 
Harley, started running away from the 
pack early. 

But late in the race, Rainey 
dropped out with mechanical troubles 
and Wincewicz was left with a 
straightaway’s lead. Rod Spencer 
(Yam) came from the penalty line to 
take third early. On Rainey's demise, 
it turned to second, which he held. 
Third went down to the wire, with 
Mike Inderbitzen taking it over Ohio's 
Tom Duna (H-D), Buddy Robinson 
(H-D) and Mike Minnig (Yam). 


Semis 

Ted Boody got out in front of Hank 
Scott in the first semi, with rookie Jim 
Mertens working his way to third. 
Scott got around Boody on the next 
lap but Boody returned the favor a lap 
later. Still going at it, Scott repassed 
Boody, but it didn’t stick and Ted was 
it-front for two more laps. Scott finally 
got in front for good and opened up a 
small lead over Boody, who stayed in 
second and made the National. 


Mertens was third in front of a good ` 


scrap that was settled at the line when 
Pee Wee Gleason took fourth over 
Bobby Sanders and Terry Dorsch. 


The struggle for the final two spots 
ithe National was a doozy. Brad 
Hurst got out in front at the start, with 
Gäry Scott in second. On the following 
lap, Scott was still second but Scott 
Pearson (H-D West H-D) was leading. 

After Pearson and Scott had tossed 
the lead back and forth a couple more 
times, Bill Schaeffer got into the act 
and took the lead, with Scott second 
and Pearson third. Brad Hurst got 
back into the action and grabbed 
third. Gary Scott got the lead back 
and Gene Romero appeared from 
nowhere to challenge him for it. It all 
came down to the flag with Scott 
winning and Hurst edging Romero 
through the final turns for second. 


Trophy Race 

Mertens, winner of the May Trophy 
Race, started out in similar fashion as 
he led Romero and Pearson off the 
start. His lead lasted for two laps 
before Pearson edged by. Pearson led 
for four laps, before Mertens passed 
him -back. Two laps later Mertens 
slowed momentarily and Pearson and 
Romero took over first and second. 
Mertens was passed for third on the 
10th lap by Phil McDonald, whose XR 
sported an aerodynamic rear fender 
stmilar to the one on Kenny Roberts’ 
OW road racer. 

Romero got his Ocean Pacific/Dan 
Murrell-sponsored machine past 
Péarson on the last lap to take the win. 
Pearson, McDonald and Bubba Rush 
followed him home. Mertens was fifth.

the field, Alex Jorgensen’s Norton. 
Skip Aksland was first to the first turn 
with Mike Kidd and Eklund behind. 
Jay Springsteen and Steve Morehead 
quickly joined the top four, but 
Springer slipped back and Garth Brow 
moved up. Morehead took the lead 
from Aksland, but the race was 
stopped when Lance Jones and Tom 
Berry made unscheduled trips to the 
haybales in the first two turns. Both 
made the single file restart. 

On the restart, Morehead and Brow 
went for the lead, with Brow taking it 
and Morehead pulling alongside 
frequently, trying to slingshot off the 
draft. Aksland held third ahead of 
Eklund, Jorgensen, Kidd and 
Springsteen. 

Brow and Morehead continued 
along out front while Mike Kidd made 
a move, advancing past Jorgensen and 
carrying Springer past as well. By lap 
10, though, .the order was Brow, 
Morhead, Aksland, Kidd, Eklund, 
Gary Scott, Jorgensen, Terry Poovey 
and Springsteen. 

Poovey started moving up and soon 
there was a four-way fight for position 


between Aksland, Kidd, Eklund and 
Poovey. By the 14-mile mark, Poovey 
had third. A lap later, Hank Scott 
finally cleared traffic to lie in sixth 
behind Aksland. A lap later he had 
passed Skip and Eklund. 


Eklund stayed with Hank Scott for a 
lap or so, before falling slightly back. 
But on the 20th lap, Poovey passed 
Morehead for second. Hank passed 
Morehead as well and put a move on 
Poovey too, only to have to back off as 
the race neared its completion. “My 
clutch cover — all the bolts came 
loose. It poured oil all over my rear 
tire,” said Hank after the race. 

Brow took “Bouncin’ Bob” Malley’s 
checkered flag first, with Morehead 
regaining the runner-up spot. Hank 
Scott took third in front of Poovey, 
with Eklund fifth. Ted Boody worked 
his way through the pack to finish 
sixth, after dicing with Gary Scott, 
Aksland and Springer, who finished in 
that order. Kidd was 10th and Lance 
Jones’ 11th place finish virtually locked 
up 1978 Nikon Hokie of the Year 
honors for him. 

After the 


race, Morehead 





commented, “I could get alongside 
Garth, but I couldn’t pass him. His 
motorcycle was faster.” To that, Brow 
added, “His motorcycle was missing,” 
indicating that Morehead was having 
ignition problems. 

The race, run on a track that was 
slicker and rougher than recent mile 
races at San Jose, set up a probable 
thriller for the series’ finale at Ascot. 
One point is all that separates the two 
contenders for number one. o

Trans-AMA MX Series — Round one

LEXINGTON, OH, SEPT. 24 


As the Trans-AMA series began its ninth year 
this weekend at Mid-Ohio Motocross Park, an 
era apparently came to a close. Bob Hannah, 
Denny Swartz and Marty Smith finished one- 


two-three in the 500cc Inter- 
national class ahead of five-time 
World Champion Roger De 
Coster, signaling that the Ameri- 
can students finally have risen to the 
top of their class and intend to put 
their European professors out of work. 
Steve Wise won his first major race for 
Team Honda this season as he took top 
honors in the 250cc Support class. 


Yamaha's unstoppable Bob “Hurri- 
cane” Hannah took his Keith McCarty- 
prepared bike, this time the 425cc 
lightweight OW839 rocketship, to 
back-to-back moto wins. Bob’s 
domination of the 500cc International 
class today was certainly just the 
beginning of America’s winning streak 
in the seven races of the Trans-AMA 
Championship, a championship which 
Bob should have won last year if his 


bike hadn’t broken in one of two 
motos, eventually leaving Bob in 
second overall position behind Suzuki 
star Roger DeCoster. 

That the Europeans knew the 
Americans could beat them was 
evidenced in the entry list. Only two 
Europeans were on hand compared to 
their majority status over the 
Americans some five years ago. 
Besides four-time Trans-AMA MX 
Series Champion DeCoster, there were 
England’s Graham Noyce on the 
factory Honda plus Japan's Torao 
Suzuki on the factory Montesa. 

But without the Europeans the 
Trans-AMA Series can still survive in a 
new era as proven by the large crowd 
packed around the Mid-Ohio 
trackside fencing. It will succeed-as the 
only outdoor series in America where 
all the top riders can now be found on 


the same track at the same time. The 
stars of each National class finally get 
to race together at the end of the year 
to prove just who is best. 


500cc International 

Tommy Croft's RC450 Honda had 
the horsepower as he led the 
International class down the long grass 
starting chute of Mid-Ohio’s infield. 
Gary Semics and Gaylon Mosier were 
right behind, then Hannah, Denny 
Swartz, Chuck Sun, Roger DeCoster, 
Suzuki test pilot Koji Masuda on the 
pre-production RM420D, Darrell 
Shultz, Steve Stackable and Marty 
Smith. Within three laps Hannah had 
taken control of second, and then just 
past the 10-minute mark in the moto 
he took the lead from Croft for the 
remainder of the race. Gallantly Croft 
held on, though, never letting Hannah 
pull more than five seconds ahead. 
But Hannah wasn’t about to let the 
pressure buckle him. 

Mosiér was looking good as he ran 
with Semics, Sun and Swartz in an 
attempt to hold off DeCoster, but then 
the big new 390cc KX Kawasaki 
locked up tight and “Gassin’ Gaylon” 
had to push his way back to the pits. 
Sun waltzed his new 1979 production 
390cc Husky into third spot as

DeCoster slowly worked his way past 
Swartz, then Semics. 

The former 500cc World Champion 
was smooth, steady and in control’ as 
always. But the blinding charge he 
had exhibited in past years wasn't 
there. Whether Roger had mellowed 
out and didn’t want to push himself 
with risk, or whether the competition 
had just gotten better can only be 
judged as the series continues. 

But even one of Roger's strorgest 
rivals from the Grand Prix wars, Brad? 
Lackey, was having problems. The 
scars of battle had yet to heal. 

“I fell four times out there. Ivè got 
to get used to these faster, tighter 
tracks over here. It is harder to pass. 
My finger is swollen. My foot añd 
shoulder aren't healed yet. I'll sprain 
my foot again if I put it down in a 
turn, but if I don’t put it down I'll fall. 
Its hard to race 100 percent when 


you're not 100 percent,” Lackey 
explained. 

European Honda ‘teammate 
Graham Noyce said he “... couldn't 


get in the swing of things yet... these 
fast tracks aren't like home.” 

The last five minutes of the moto 
saw Hannah pulling out a slightly 
larger eight second lead on Croft. Sun 
was finally overtaken by the ‘steady 





DeCoster for third place. Semics was 
doing well to keep his Can-Am in fifth 
ahead of Smith and Lackey, but on 
the last lap a leaking gas tank left 
Semics with. a hard ride, all for 
nothing. Crossing the finish line 
behind Lackey was a Swartz /Staten/ 
Tripes bash over seventh with Swartz 
coming out on top. 

Honda’s Marty Smith, in an attempt 
to regain his lost form, put away the 
powerful RC450 works Honda of this 
season and brought out from 
retirement an RC400 similar to the 
bike he took to his National Champion- 
ship last season. The more 
manageable powerband was all he 

y needed to snare the holeshot- in the 
second. 45-minute moto ahead of 
Swartz, Lackey, Suzuki, Stackable, 
Shultz, Kessler, Kalicki, Sun, 
DiStefano, DeCoster, LaPorte and 
Hannah. When he knocked out some 
of his wind on the crossbrace of his 
handlebars, Hannah dropped even 
further back in the opening laps, but 
quickly regained his form and started 
charging back. 4 

Meanwhile, up front Ohioan Denny 
Swartz was putting more than a little 
pressure on Smitty with his factory 
Maico. By the fifth lap the semi- 
privateer had berm blasted Marty and 
taken the lead. “I just passed Smith. I 
couldn't believe how easy it was,” he 
said: 

For the next 30 minutes Swartz held 

the. point to the. cheers of the Qhio 


pet eee f 





crowd. Smith ran about five seconds 
behind, tailed by battles that included 
European teammate Brad Lackey, 
Staten, Shultz, Noyce and Kessler. 

But soon even the Buckeye fans had 
switched loyalties when they saw how 
Hannah was charging his way back up 
through the pack, passing the entire 
four-man Suzuki team including 
DeCoster on just one lap. Soon the 
Hurricane was rubbing Smitty's rear 
fender an even brighter shade of red, 
but the one-line course held Bob back 
for two laps. 

“Smith was all over the track and 
there was just no room out there to 
pass. My bike wasn’t handling too well 
either. This was its first race, and it 
was swapping all over. It will take us a 
race or two to dial in the suspension,” 
said Hannah. 

Once past Smith, Bob made up the 
five-second gap to Swartz’s lead almost 
instantly. With three laps to go he had 
the second moto wrapped up and he 
backed off the gas. Just at the same 
time, though, tuner Keith McCarty 
flashed Bob the pitboard which read, 
“TRIPES CLOSING FAST.” ~ 

Marty Tripes had figured out how 
to ride the Honda and had charged his 
way up from 22nd position on the 
opening lap to set the fastest lap times 
of the day in the process. With one lap 
to go Tripes caught Swartz, but was 
then balked by a lapped rider and had 
to settle for third place. Swartz kept 


_his. well-deserved second as Hannah

250cc Support 


Steve Wise finally pulled off his first 
major win since joining Team Honda 
this season as he secured the overall 
win in the first 250cc Support class of 
the series on his Cliff White-prepped 
CR250R production bike. In the 
opening moto, however, it was hardly 
Steve's show. 

The first moto belonged to 125cc 
National Champ Broc. Glover and 
Mickey Boone as the two generated 
enough heat in their battle over the 
lead to melt their plastic fenders. Broc 
was riding Yamaha’s new YZ250F 
production bike, a polycarbon replica 
of the more exotic metal clad OW-38 
with which Hannah dominated the 
250cc races earlier this year. Mickey 
Boone was mounted on a full-fledged 
KX250 works Kawasaki. The loss of 
Boone’s Suzuki factory contract was 
brought about by mutual agreement. 
Suzuki felt he should have performed 


better in the Nationals with their 


works bike, and Boone wouldn't step 
back down to the production bikes 
they offered him for the Trans-AMA 
series, even though Boone felt the 
production RM’s probably were more 
competitive than the works RN’s. 

Back and forth the lead traded 
between Glover and Boone in the first 
moto, with Boone finally edging out 
Glover to take the win in his first race 
with Team Kawasaki. 








LOP rider Mark Gregson and Luft- 
sponsored Ron Turner dropped back 
from a likewise hot battle over third, 
passed by Marty Moates on another 
LOP bike, then Marty bailed off to 
put a hard charging Steve Wise up 
from mid-pack into third at the finish, 
backed up by teammate Warren Reid 
on another CR Honda, then Jim 
Turner of Moto-X Fox. 


The second moto start saw a big 
pile-up which took down round one 
winners Boone and Glover. That's all 
the help Gregson needed to get out in 
front of Wise, Reid, Glover and Theiss 
and stay there the entire moto with his 
LOP Honda. But the overall win 
belonged to Steve Wise. e

Back in 1976 J. Robert Hayes, thoroughly fed 
up with what he calls “bureaucratic mangling 
of our American rights,” jumped onto the poli- 
tical bandwagon and ran for the California 


Assembly in the 39th District. 
He was a newcomer, “a political 
novice,” and lost the race by a 
mere 800 votes. All things con- 
sidered, not too shabby for a first time 
showing. He's trying again, although 
he admits professional politicians are 
generally held in low esteem, but this 
time he expects to win. 

Hayes was born in Glendale, 
California and. grew up in the San 
Fernando Valley area. Entering the 
Big Bear Hare & Hound back in 1951, 
he’s been competing ever since and 
presently holds D-37 competition 
number 07c. Bob is a member of the 
SoCal -M.C., served on the D-37 
Competition Committee in 1966 and 
the Rules Committee in 1972. A long 
time member of M.O.R.E., he was 
Southern California Land Use 
Director for that organization in 1973- 
74. Bob is currently a member of the 
board of directors of National 
Outdoor Coalition and a recognized 
authority on recreational land use. 


Involved with land-use problems 
since 1964, Hayes has given testimony 
to the Congressional Interior and 
Insular Affairs Sub-committee on 
Land use; helped defeat Senator 
Cranston's version of the “Organic 
Act"; served as advisor to the 
Department of Interior's National 
Advisory Board for the BLM and was 
instrumental in obtaining Governor 
Reagan's veto of the Sierra Club 
sponsored bill which would have 
prevented OHV use in the Red Rock 
Canyon area.

Briefly, what programs are on your 
agenda once elected to the California 
Assembly? 

I want to introduce a bill to set up a 
space on environmental license plate 
applications for people to earmark 
that $10 spending either for 


=}: environmental purposes or the OHV. 


Fund. OHV advocates are supposed to 
get direct benefits from the money, 
now, but this bill would serve to assure 
that the money would go where it's 
suppose to, 

I want to remove the entire Off- 
Highway Vehicle program from the 
California State Parks & Recreation 
Department. They are far too 
environmentally oriented. They can- 
not impartially administer these 
programs. I would like to create the 
California Department of Off- 
Highway Recreation. It, would 
probably fall under the jurisdiction of 
the Forest Service but there are various 
other agencies that would. be 
applicable. Now there's a big 
difference between the California 
State Forest Service and, the U.S. 
National Forest Service. The U.S. 
Forest Service is one of the phoniest 
environmental groups in the world, in 
my opinion. Their RARE II program 
is an abomination! 

But the'California Forest Service has 
only two very small State Forests and 
their policies toward OHVs have been 
very good, very reasonable. They've 
protected the land yet at the same time 
maximized the multi-use concept. 
Right now they don’t have much 
influence because of the small amount 
of land they control, but a new 
department under them would give, 
them a growth factor they don’t have 
today. With this new department their 
growth factor would be predicated by 
creating new opportunities for OHV 
recreation. Unless they gain new areas 
and parks to use they will no longer 
have a chance to grow. Pull the 
existing OHV areas from the 
California State Parks and Recreation 
Dept. into the new Department of Off- 
Highway Recreation and the Forest 
Service could triple itself in size which 
would work as an automatic incentive. 
Money would still be provided by the 
Green Stickie Fund and the 
environmental personalized license 
program so the whole program would 
be self-supported. It won't cost the 
taxpayers any additional money, so we 
have nothing to lose and they have 
nothing to lose. 

Right now, we're getting screwed. 
When the people finally see 
governmental agencies working with 
them instead of against them, only 
then will they start generating 
progress. : 

The present director of California 
State Parks and Recreation suggested 
that perhaps the ultimate answer to 
the OHV problem was for the users 
_to syndicate and actually purchase 
their own land. What do you think? 
It's not going to happen! It’s a good 
pacifier for someone who's running an 
agency that should be creating these 
opportunities to use on the people so 
he can get them off his back which in 
turn will get the Sierra Club off his 
back also. I think it’s a total cop-out. 
Why should we be singled out as one 
segment of the American people to be 
denied our rights and privileges of the 
use of public land? 

On the other hand, in the case of 
RARE II, why should the 
environmental elite be given the 
exclusive use of 90% of public land. 
That's what the Wilderness and RARE 
II proposals do; they provide private 
preserves for the environmental elite, 
which excludes 99% of the American 
public. \ 

The California State Chamber of 
Commerce has estimated that new 
lands to be added to the RARE II, this 
is not counting existing wilderness, will 
cost approximately 27,500 jobs and 
one billion dollars a year from business 
revenues. What that means in taxes 
you pay now, instead of taxes, jobs and 
businesses which would be created by 
multiple use of what is now proposed 








as RARE II land is a fortune. It’s just 
too high a price tag to put on these 
private preserves. 

They say these wilderness areas are 
inaccessible by road but that’s only 
because they have changed the 
definition of a road. These roads are 
there! They're on automobile club 
maps, not GS Survey maps, not BLM 
maps — but the magic bureaucratic 
wand has waved across these lands and 
roads cease to exist. I pledge as a 
legislator that the state will clearly 
and boldly define what a road is in 
California. A road is a right of way 
used by people to travel. Whether or 
not it’s maintained has no bearing on 
the fact that it is a road. All the years 
California motorcyclists have spent 
fighting land legislation can be 
compared to a sink overflowing. We've 
been trying to mop up the overflow 
while all the time we should have been 
turning off the faucet. Three years ago 
I decided to get in there and start 
turning off the faucets. 

Okay — how can we help you? 

On October 7, I'm going to buy $1,000 
worth of beer, and I'm going to need 
some help drinking it. We would like 
(but it’s not mandatory, of course) 
eyeryone to come out and work for an 
hour or two distributing literature, 
hanging it on doorknobs, putting it on 
cars, etc. About noon, we're going to 
have a party. Main thing is, I'd like 
everyone to show up at the party. You 
don’t have to live in the 39th District 
either. There’s a desert race the next 
day, October 8, so everyone going to 
the race can stop by, have a beer with 
us, and head on out to the desert. 
Everyone is welcome. Just give me a 
call, at 213/361-8530, and I'll fill you 
inon the details. 

What other basic goals do you have, 
asa legislator? 

Most legislators are known for passing 
laws. I would like to become known as 
a legislator who repeals laws. There 
are too many regulations that are no 
longer applicable or should never have 
been enacted in the first place. Also, 
there’s only one way to cut taxes and 
that’s to cut government spending. I 
think we should get back to the point 
of making the people responsible for 
themselves. We-simply have too many 
agencies governing the people as a 
whole. 

I'm not a one issue candidate. If you 
had told me five or six years ago that 
I'd actually be more used to walking 
around with a tie on than with an open 
collar, I'd have said you had rocks in 
your head. 

Do you think our present state 
government works for the good of the 
people? 

There are those within the government 
that work for the good of the people, 
but there are also those that work for 
the good of themselyes. The people 
must make the decision at the polls as 
to who in government is representing 
them in the way they should be. 
Unfortunately, apathy can be 
terminal. We've seen this in 
motorcycling far more than any other 
field. Motorcyclists are too 
individualistic. We think for ourselves, 
therefore, in some ways we pose a 
threat and that's why we're picked on. 

The primary battle was won by 
motorcyclists. 95% of the cash 
necessary to win that battle was raised 
by off-highway users. We can do it 
again in November too, with their 
help. I am totally committed to the 
elimination of the BLM in California. 
I want the public land in California 
returned to the people. The BLM is 
not representing the desires of the 
people of the state in general. I’m 
responsive to the desires and needs of 
the local people the federal 
government is not. This is why we have 
to come back to state control. You can 
help by giving me your support. e

Honda sweeps 24 hours ofBol d'

LE CASTELET, FRANCE, SEPT. 16-17 


The Honda factory team scored a perfect 1-2-3 


in the French classic Bol d’ Or 24-hour endur- 
ance road race on the Paul Ricard track in the 
southern part of France. Beautiful weather and 


some 100,000 fans made the 
transfer from the Bugatti track 
at Le Mans where the race was 
scheduled in the past, to the 


Paul Ricard a perfect success for the 
promoters. . 

The Team Honda sweep was led by 
the Christian Leon/Jean Claude 
Chemarin team, with Hubert Rigal 
and Jacques Luc finishing second. The 
British entry of Stan Woods and 
Charlie Williams was third. 

Despite the perfect Honda score, it 
didn’t come as easily as the results show. 
Two outside teams gave Honda some 
worries during the first part of the 24 
hour endurance race. 

Patrick Pons and Christian Sarron, 
the .two stars of French and 
international road racing, were 
engaged aboard a detuned Yamaha 
OWS31 equipped with lights. They_led 
the race for 17 hours before ending 
their glorious ride Sunday morning 
with a broken crankshaft. The other 
teams were a beautiful Kawasaki and 
the Yoshimura Suzuki ridden by Wes 
Cooley and Ron Pierce. 


That team recently beat the Honda 
of Chemarin and Leon during the 
eight hour race at the Suzuka track in 
Japan, and gave a warning to Honda. 
Conscious of the danger represented 
by that bike, Honda came to Paul 
Ricard two weeks prior to the race for 
intensive testing, something they never 
did in the past. 

Pops and Fujio Yoshimura rought 
the same machine they took to victory 


in Japana, a 1100cc GS1000 Suzuki 
which develops some 145 hp according 
to Fujio. Wes and Ron were very 
confident and sure they would do a 
performance on the fast Paul Ricard 
circuit. 

During the practice sessions, 
Christian Sarron and Patrick Pons 
easily got the pole position with a 
2:08.47 clocking then came the 
Leon/Chemarin Honda a full four 
seconds behind. Cooley and Pierce got 
the 15th fastest time with a 2:17.20. 
Dave Emde and Harry Klinzmann, 
who took Dale Singleton’s place for the 
Honda factory ride, had some 
carburetion problems during practice, 
and Dave could only manage 2:23.99. 

Emde arrived on Sept. 8 in France. 
(Honda gave him an extra $2000 not 
to ride at Laguna Seca; they offered 
the same deal to Singleton.) The 
original amount was $2000 to ride the 
bike at Paul Ricard; Harry got Dale's 
place without the bonus, but he was 
contacted Tuesday after Laguna Seca 
on David’s recommendation and 
arrived in France. on Wednesday. 
Practice ended Thursday afternoon 
and Klinzmann got very little time to 
practice. 

The bike that the two American 
riders had came directly from Japan 
and was a very special model tuned by 
the -representatives in England and 
engaged by a French dealer! Secrecy 
around that bike was great and a lot of 
speculation was circulating along the 
pit row. 

Unfortunately Dave and Harry had 


carburetion problems during practice 
and when the Honda mechanics 
finally fixed it, it was too late for the 
scheduled time. Dave managed a 2:18 
after timed practice. 

According to Gerald Davison, 
general manager of Honda of Great 
Britain, the machine that Dave and 
Harry rode is a very special bike which 
came directly from Japan. It is a 
prototype, a much faster machine 
than the RCB 1000s ridden by 
Leon/Chemarin and Rigal/Luc. The 
red line is 11,500 rpm versus 9,500 for 
the RCB and it develops some 140 hp. 
The machine is also more torquey and 
much faster — the engine was 
designed differently and will probably 
be used next season. 

Honda wanted to test the 
motorcycle and were very pleased with 
the two young California riders. “They 
are very professional, very reliable and 
they do understand what testing 
means,” said Davison. They had some 
problems during the race: For them it 
was a new motorcycle completely 
different to what they are used to 
riding, and the track was also very new 
for them, though Emde raced here last 
April. 

According to David Emde the bike 
is faster than his Yamaha OW31 on 
top end but it’s a Ititle bit heavier. 

The other American team also had 
problems during practice. “The bike 
ran on two cylinders. It took Pops 
and the mechanics an hour and a half 
to fix bad ignition coils, then I turned 
five laps. The bike was OK, but we 
changed the Goodyear in the back for 
a Michelin which is much more grippy 
on this track. We kept a Goodyear in 
the front which seemed to perform 
well. After than I turned 2:17, we 
changed the handlebars arid adjusted 
the suspensions. At 7:00 p.m. I bent 
an exhaust valve, so we didn’t have any 
night practice. But Ron and I are very 
confident running at 2:18; this bike 
has the same power at 8,000 rpm as 


the one we run in the States at 
10,000,” said Cooley. Fujio didn't 
seem worried by the bent valve! “We 
had the same problem at Suzuka the 
day before and we still won the race,” 
he said. ; 

For the fans in France, the name of 
Yoshimura is very well known because 
of Pops’ products, and a lot of 
spectators made the bike their 
favorite, the dark horse which could 
beat the Hondas. A spectator 
commented, “We are fed up with 
Honda winning everything every year! 
We want somebody who came from 
nowhere to beat the giant. Yoshimura 
is the one, we are supporting them?’ 

Beautiful weather with the 
temperature over 80°, a large crowd 
made that Saturday afternoon prior to 
the race a very intense moment’ for 
everybody. Debbie Evans made some’ 
trials stunts just a few hours before the 
beginning ofthe most popular 24-hour 
endurance race in the world. 

At 3:00 p.m. 74 teams started this 
prestigious race. Christian Leon on the 
number one factory Honda got first 
followed by Rigal on the number two 
Honda. The factory Hondas have an 
electric start which doesn’t exist on the 
OW31 of Sarron/Pons, which was’ in 
third place on the first lap. Sarron 
passed the two Hondas and took the 
lead on the second lap. 

Wes Cooley, who had the first relay,“ 
was a very impressive third place after 
Rigal’s fall on the fifth lap due to a flat 
front tire. Emde was in 32nd position. 
The other surprise of the early stages 
was the fourth place of Estrosi Boinet 
aboard a factory Ducati 900, whichis 
a fantastic show to watch in the 
corners. The Ducati is a much better 
handler, and compensated the lack of 
horsepower by a superb handling. 

The second hour of the race saw two 
major events. The first was the 
comeback of Jacques Luc, who took 
Rigal’s place aboard the number two 
Honda. Riding without fairing, he

started to come back and clocked some 
very impressive times. The second was 
the breakdown of Pierce, who took 
Cooley's place in the first refueling. 
Ron broke right after the start/finish 
straight and had to push his heavy 
motorcycle by himself along the 
almost three mile long circuit under a 
very hot sunshine. 

According to endurance race rules, 
æ pilot with a breakdown on the track 
has to push the bike by himself with no 
help at all, into the pits. The 
performance of Pierce took 90 
minutes. Pops and Fujio suspected 
ignition problems and sent Joe and 
Kato, two of the three mechanics, to 
support and comfort Pierce, whose 
performance was the highlight sight of 
the early hours of the race. 

Completely exhausted, Ron arrived 
inthe Yoshimura pit under the cheers 
of the crowd. His performance was 
later on related in all the 
newspapers and on national TV, 

During that time Emde and 
Klinzmann had a lot of problems on 
their number five Honda. An oil leak 
was noticed and the mechanics 
changed the oil tank. They dropped 
drastically in the standings. 

In the Yoshimura pit, while Ron 
was taken to the doctor, the crew 
changed the pads on the front wheel 
and the entire ignition system, which is 
a mew model tested by Pops. They 
discovered that the cause of the 
problem was not the ignition but a 
broken alternator. Ron was resting 
inside a trailer and drinking a lot of 
orange juice. 

Stan Woods and Charlie Williams 
took Estrosi’s third spot away on the 
third factory Honda. 

One of the Kawasakis stopped after 
the fall of Bernard Faux, while the 
other Kawasaki of Hughet/Frutschi 
had a broken head gasket. The 
Kawasaki team lost two of its best 
members. 

At 7:45 p.m. Wes Cooley took the 
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Yoshimura Suzuki after a new 
alternator was installed. The team of 
Emde/Klinzmann encountered some 
ignition problems: “The bike runs on 
two cylinders,” recalled Klinzmann. 
The times of both riders were in the 
2:20 bracket. i 

At 8:15 p.m. Cooley stopped in the 
pits with what looked like transmission 
problems. Wes was so sure that it was 
the end that he took his leathers off. 
Fujio explained, “the new alternator is 
heavier than the old one, and put too 
much stress on the crankshaft, which 
gave us those transmission problems.” 
“The bike was jerking when I put it 
into the corners,” commented Wes. 

At 9:30 p.m., everybody thought 
that it was the end of the Yoshimura 
Suzuki, but at 11:45 p.m. the second 
generator was fixed. “They put a 
Band-Aid on it,” quipped Pierce, who 
seemed in better condition. “We are 
going to run it and pray that 
everything holds together” said Fujio. 

When the bike was pushed outside, 
a spectator commented, “That’s great 
what they are doing; that’s the Bol d’ 
Or. You do not give up until the race is 
over or you cannot otherwise continue 
on. 

At 12:30 a.m. Pierce took the bike 
for the first time since his breakdown 
earlier in the afternoon: Ron was 
wearing his usual set of leathers; the 
Yoshimura/ND set was still too wet 
after all the water Joe and Kato 
poured on Ron during his long walk. 

It was the first time for Emde and 
Klinzmann to race in the dark. “It's 
fun,” recalled Harry. “It’s cool, but 
the smoke from the spectators’ fires 
plus the fog make the track hard to 
see, even with the very powerful lights 
that the Honda has. I have to follow 
the white line along the track to see 
where I am going.” Davison was very 
pleased with the performance of the 
two young riders, even if their position 
was not the best one. They were in 
11th or 12th place.

Later on Emde had some front 
braking problems and the Honda 
mechanics exchanged the entire front 
brake system. 

Up front the situation was still the 
same: Pons/Sarron were still leading 
Leon/Chemarin and  Woods/ 
Williams. The two Japauto teams of 
Walter Villa/Fontan and 
Green/Rougerie were fourth and fifth, 
then came the first Kawasaki. 
Ruiz/Hubin and Peyre/Maingret. 
Jacques Luc and Hubert Rigal 
continued their comeback and were in 
seventh spot from almost dead last. 


At 1:30 p.m. Pierce pulled into the 
pits. The bike was perfect but Ron was 
tired after his long and painful 
afternoon walk. “We will try in the 
morning with Wes. There is no sense 
ruining the bike now; we will see what 
we can do tomorrow. At least they 
know we are still there,” said Pierce 
before going to bed inside the trailer. 

Klinzmann and Dave Emde were 
facing problems with their hands and 
the cool of the night. But the machine 
ran like a clock. 


The Honda crew was trying to refuel 
as late as possible to gain some places, 
but Harry.and David ran out of gas 
almost three times during the night. 
During the long second part of the 
night Rigal/Luc finally took over 
third. In fourth place was the two 
British riders of Honda of Great 
Britain, Woods and Williams. Then 
came two Kawasakis. 


In the early hours of the morning 
the Yamaha OW$3]1 of Patrick Pons 
and Christian Sarron were still 
leading, four laps ahead of 
Leon/Chemarin. 

In the Honda camp, they were 
worried. Nobody believed at the 
beginning of the race that an OW31 
could last that long. Honda thought of 
putting one of their machines after the 
Yamaha, but the decision was made to 
wait until later on in the morning.

But at 8:35 a.m., Patrick Pons 
stopped. “The needle of the 
tachometer dropped at once. I know 
from experience that it is a broken 
crankshaft,” explained the French 
rider. In fact the bearing of the 
crankshaft was broken. 

Honda now had the first three spots, 
and the orders were for the riders to 
stay in their positions and to bring 
back all the machines. 

Also in the early hours of the 
morning, Pierce and Cooley put some 
animation into the race by doing some 
impressive wheelies along the 
start/finish line, a real crowd pleaser. 
But at 10:30 a.m. the long and painful 
ride of the mighty Yoshimura GS1000 
ended when Wes Cooley pulled the 
bike into the pits with what appeared 
to be a broken valve. 

For the Honda team their last hours 
were a triumphal march to victory. 
Emde and Klinzmann were ordered to

finish line. Don’t worry about the 
times, just bring it back.” 

Very tired but pleased because they 
finished, Emde and Klinzmann took 
the factory Honda to a ninth place. 
The triumph of Honda was complete: 
the three first spots plus eight 
machines in the top 10 were Hondas. 
The factory itself couldn’t imagine 
such a success. 

Seven minutes before the end of the 
race, all the spectators from the main 
grandstand went on the track to cheer 
their stars of endurance racing, 
Christian Leon and Jean Claude 
Chemarin who have won the last three 
Bol d’ Or races. , e

Baldwin 


breezes, Cecotto 
wins title

MOSPORT, ONT, CAN, SEPT. 17 


Mike Baldwin ran away with both legs of the 
10th and final round in the Formula 750 
World Championship series at Mosport Park. 


500cc World. Champion Kenny 


finished a strong second ahead 
of Yvon DuHamel in a race that 
was detuned by the death of 
Avrum Gudelsky in a qualifying 
heat the previous day. Roberts lost his 
bid to become 750cc World Champion 
as Venezuela's Johnny Cecotto placed 
fifth to garner enough points to edge 
Roberts in the final standings, 97-92. 

The weekend of racing got off to a 
poor start on Saturday as Steve Baker, 
last year’s 750cc World Champion, 
crashed hard in turn two during 750cc 
qualifying heats. Baker got sideways in 
the turn and then hit the wall, and 
was still on the track as Conrad Ur- 
banowski came by, running over 
Baker's left leg and breaking it. 

Urbanowski remained upright, but 
Avram Gudelski was next into the cor- 
ner. He apparently hit gas or oil laid 
down by Baker and struck the wall in 
an area which Baker had swept clean 
of tires. Gudelsky died soon after im- 
pact with the concrete wall. as Baker 
also suffered a fractured left wrist 

Next on the scene was Derodragues of 








Roberts 


Belgium, who hit some of the 
wreckage on the track and dislocated 
his left hip in a fall whick took a large 
chunk out of his rear wheel. He was 
taken to the Oshawa General Hospital 
along with Baker. 


Saturday evening, the riders held a 
meeting in which they aired various 
grievances, including poor flag 
locations, insufficient ambulance 
response time, inadequate deployment 
of haybales along hard barriers, and 
dirt and debris on the track. After 
Mosport officials agreed to place more 
haybales at dangerous locations and 
deploy flagmen in more visible 
positions, the riders agreed to race 
on Sunday. 


First leg 

The track was still a bit damp from 
a morning rain and the temperatures 
were in the low fifties as the riders 
lined up for the start. Fast qualifier 
Mike Baldwin took the pole position as 
Kenny Roberts, Johnny Cecotto, Yvon 
DuHamel and Skip Aksland com- 
pleted the first row. 











Mike Baldwin was never seriously challenged in either leg as he increased 
his lead over Roberts by as much as one second per lap. 


As the green flag dropped, Baldwin 
seemed to hesitate for a moment, -then 
wheelied as his bike bought traction, 
and he rocketed into the lead on the 
first turn, followed by DuHamel, 
Roberts, Cecotto, Aksland and John 
Long. The order remained the same 
for five laps as Baldwin stretched out 
his lead over the above mentioned 
riders who formed a tight pack. 


On lap six, Roberts nabbed 
DuHamel for second slot, but at this 
stage was already 17 seconds behind 

~Baldwin. DuHamel kept Roberts in 
sight through the 12th lap, as Aksland 
gave Cecotto a lot to worry about. 
Long was running a steady six seconds 
behind Aksland, and a good margin 
ahead of Richard Schlachter, who 
pulled out with mechanical problems 
on lap 14. 


Things remained the same through 
21 laps as Baldwin flew off to a 35 
second lead over Roberts, who. by now 
had eked out a three second edge over 
DuHamel. DuHamel was 27 seconds in 
front of the dice between Cecotto and 
Aksland and Aksland finally slipped 
by the Venezuelan 750cc World 
Champion-to-be on lap 20. At this 
stage of the game Baldwin was only 12 
seconds away from lapping fifth place 
Cecotto. ^ 


The only change by the end of the 
25 lap first leg saw Cecotto repass 
Aksland for fourth. 


Second leg 
Mike Baldwin again jumped right 


outinto the lead, this time hounded by - 


Roberts, as DuHamel, Aksland, 
Cecotto, Long, and Steve Gervais 
followed. As Baldwin led Roberts off 
into a comfortable lead, these five 
remained in a close battle for the next 
five positions. DuHamel, Aksland and 
Cecotto swapped third position until 
the ninth lap, when Gervais began his 
swift move up from seventh. 


By the 12th lap, Roberts was still 
keeping Baldwin in sight, while 20 
seconds back Steve Gervais was giving 
Skip Aksland a good fight for third. 
Things remained this way for the rest 
of the heat as Baldwin drew a comfor- 
table 20 seconds ahead of Roberts, 
who led the Gervais/Aksland battle by 





another 17 seconds. That much fur- 
ther back, Yvon DuHamel, who 
hadn't ridden since last year’s race 
here at Mosport, kept his factory 
Kawasaki comfortably ahead of Cecot- 
to, who narrowly held sixth ahead of 
John Long. 

Positions had not changed as the 
checkered flag fell, giving Baldwin 
the win in the Molson Diamond 
Motorcycle Grand Prix of Canada, 
with Roberts. second, Duhamel third, 
Aksland fourth, and Cecotto fifth. 

After the race, Roberts was asked if 
he had gone all out to catch Baldwin. 
“I was trying my best,” he said, “but 
Mike had better lines than I did. 
There isn't much room for error on 
this course with all the steel and 
cement barriers so close to the track, 
and I couldn’t make myself go as fast 
through a couple of the corners as I 
would have hoped for. Anyway, Mike 
races here more than I do, and you 
come into a track at much the same 
level that you left it.” 

Mike Baldwin had no special reason 
for his big win. “I just never looked 
back. I didn’t care where anyone was, 
and I didn’t receive any pit signals; I 
just went for it the whole way. The 
rain tire I ran on the front in the first 
lap slipped on me a bit in the turns, 
but not enough to give me problems.” è

Fourth overall and first 250cc Pro was 
Bauer with Mark Lawrence and Lance 
Burgess claiming the 2-3 spots, in a 
class that probably had the closest 
racing of the day. Miller was top man 
for the 125cc division with Gray 
holding on to his second and Barlow 
third.

The rules of the 
team race are few; two riders, one 
bike. Riders must switch every lap and 
there is no outside help in the pits. Not 
only did Bauer and Staten lead the 
race, but they replaced the front wheel 
in a pit stop and lost the lead on the 
seventh lap, only to regain it on the 
eighth and come up with the overall. 

There were some outstanding

one except overall 100cc Intermediate

In the first 250cc Pro moto, Gerig 
proved to be the quickest off the lite. 
Chasing him around were Tim Lunde 
(Mai), Bob: Elliot, Burt Wald: (Suz) 
and Tamietti. 

Lunde displaced Gerig on lap three 
and the moto was his. Tamietti and 
Tim Tolar (Suz) helped put Wald 
back in sixth. 

Lap four was a fruitful one \for 
Tolar as Gerig dropped out and Tolar 
zoomed into second, finishing the race 
there. 3 

At the halfway point, Rhyan came 
up to do battle with Tamietti, Hadley 
joining the fray a lap later.

Sperry battles

“Hairy” is the only word to 
describe what went down at 
Perris Raceway’s TT/short track. 
Everybody's horoscope must have 
had.a snarl in their face today because 
these guys were here. to win. And John 
Sperry, throttle open, must have seen 
the morning paper. 

Combining the 250cc Amateur/ 
Experts with the Open Am/Experts in 
the same heats (though racing against 
their own class) proved to be 100% 
lightning on’ the short track. 


“John Sperry dominated the first heat 

on his 250cc Suzuki from green to 
checks; sliding closely behind was 
Dennis Briggs on a bigger Yamaha 
and Terry Singleton dove under 
Shawn Pettis in the last turn for a close 
third. 

In the second heat, Singleton was 
“gone” feet up on the pegs and nobody 
was questioning his leading of the 
face! Sperry, Briggs, and Pettis chased 





him in that order but to no avail. 

So, there was nothing mellow about 
the last moto coming up and it looked 
like Briggs would take the Open, with 
Sperry and Singleton deciding the 
250cc. 

Singleton once again got the jump 
and led through the first four laps. 
However he couldn't repeat his 
performance of moments earlier. 
Dennis finally figured out that his 
Yamaha did have more open power 
than the 250s and powered by 
Singleton and into first as the last lap 
flag was waved. Briggs was going to 
win it easily, so it remained to be seen 
if Singleton could hold off Sperry. 
John ripped to the outside of Singleton 
down the back straight and punched 
his bike down low in the final turn. 
Sperry had the inside track to the 
finish line and won the 250cc short 
track. Singleton couldn’t remember 
making a single mistake and it was just 
“one of those things.” 

Sperry went on to win the 250cc 
Amateur/Expert TT event, and 
Briggs took Open Am/Ex TT also. In 
TT, the classes were run separately. 

Brian Gottschaulk came from 
behind three times to sweep the short 
track in the 250cc Novice class and 
frustrate Tracy Van Blargen who took 
second. 

Gottschaulk was in turn frustrated 
by Doug White on the TT as the two 
split firsts going into the last moto. It 
looked like Brian would come from 
behind again when he closed on White 
in the final downhill sweeper, but 
White hung on to win by six inches. 

Joey Raborn comes all the way from 
Shreveport, LA, about once a year, 
and he rides like it too. Coming from 
way back in the pack, he also swept the 
three short track motos of the Open 
Novices.

Burgess does it 
twiceat 
'DeAnza MX

SUNNYMEAD, CA, SEPT. 17 

Consistency and just plain good 
Tiding netted Lance Burgess top 
money in two Pro classes at 
DeAnza last Sunday in the face 


of some stiff competition. Marty Miller 
(Suz), Dave Williams (Mai), Robbie 
Brand (Yam) and Dave Eropkin 
(Yam) were some of the riders who 
came out to try and unseat Phil 
Thorstensen (Hon) as king of the 
250cc Expert class, but it was Burgess 
with his 2-2 score who managed to do 
it. 


As expected, Thorstensen pulled 
another one of his fantastic holeshots 
at the start of moto one. Scott Quick 
(Suz) held down second place until 
Brand, who is known locally for his all- 
out riding style, flew a little too far off 
a jump and landed on Quick. Both 


riders kept from losing~it, but Quick 
dropped out of the race. Brand 
continued to close on Thorstensen 
while Burgess was dicing with Miller 
for third, On lap six, Brand's Yamaha 
seized and Miller shot by Burgess into 
second. The top four places were as 
close as the halfway point as they were 
in the first turn, with Thorstensen still 
holding a narrow lead. Williams, who 
had been in fourth, began a charge on 
the seventh lap that got him around 
Burgess and put him right on Miller’s 
tail. ‘Together they both passed 
Thorstensen for the lead and kept 
right on battling. Thorstensen caught 
a rock in the nose and he slowed down 
some with blood dripping down his 
face. Burgess took advantage of this 
and zapped him on the very next lap. 
A few seconds later, Miller went down 
and gave the lead away just before the 
white flag. Williams crossed the finish 
line first after a hard fought race in 
front of Burgess, Thorstensen and 
Miller. 


Thorstensen shot off the line in first 
again in the next moto, but Miller and 
Williams passed him on the first lap. 
Miller held the lead by a hair, but he 
‘would remain there all the way to the 
end of the race. Williams tried 
everything, but he just couldn’t get 
around the Redlands Suzuki rider. On 
lap four, Thorstensen crashed and 
allowed Burgess to move into third. 
Brand was on his poorly running scoot 
in fourth. The order remained like 
that until the white flag lap when 
Burgess made his move on Williams 
for second and put himself in first 
overall. 


Burgess wasn’t satisfied with the 
250cc class alone, so he entered in the 
Open class as well. Danny Jean (Suz) 
took the holeshot in moto one, but 
Ron Tebbs (Hus) passed him on the 
first lap. Burgess followed suit a lap 
later and then the race was on. The 
two battled back and forth for 20 

` minutes. Lap after lap they tangled 
handlebars, banged elbows and 
bounced off one another, but Tebbs 
always held on to the lead. -They 
finished far ahead of Jean, Buster 


Lawrence (Suz) and Ed Michetti 
(Mai). 

The next round was more of the 
same story. Tebbs was in the lead and 
Burgess tried everything until the sixth 
lap when he finally got by. Tebbs 
didn’t give up and he was a close 
second all the way to the flag. Jean 
finished third once more. 

The 125cc Pros had quite a race 
too. Ken Odra grabbed the first moto 
holeshot with Craig Gormley and 
Robert Gray, both on Yamahas, right 
behind. On the fourth lap, Gray let 
loose a burst of speed that carried him 
past Gormley and Odra into the lead. 
Gormley got by Odra on the next lap 
and began to close on Gray. In the 
meantime, Danny Burtt (Suz) was 
making up for a last place start. He 
moved past Andy Orescanin (Suz) on 
the sixth lap and started to push Odra 
for third. When he finally did pass 
Odra, the leaders were just too far 
gone to try to catch. The checkered 
flag saw Gray and Gormley in front, 
followed by a distant Burtt. 

The next time around it was Odra 
first to the first turn again. This time, 
Gormley and Burtt wasted no time 
and passed him on_the first lap. For 
the first half of the race, Gormley and 
Burtt diced for the lead, but 
eventually Burtt began to fall back. 
Gray was way behind having troubles 
with his Yamaha. They finished 
Gormley, Burtt, Gray and Odra, but 
the overall results saw Gray in second 
ahead of Burtt.

In the second 
and third laps, there was a wild 
scrambling of position before 
Danielson flew into the lead with 
Harding hot on his tail.

Chickering (Yam) and Dale Greene 
(Bul). Harding, Kane, Greene and 
Don Lentz (Yam) was the order 10 laps 
later. In the second moto Kane blew 
into the lead and never relinquished it. 
Final order in the Pros was Kane 2-1 
and Harding 1-2. Lentz topped the 
As, followed by Greene and Gunter. 

A $2-rider tag team event wound up 
the day, with Tracy Prickett and 
Bobby Danielson teaming up to ride a 
quick Honda 250 to the win.

McDonald/ 
Marquardt bounce 
back for Aspen 
Six-Hour win

ASPEN, CO, SEPT. 10 

Endurance road races aren't 
supposed to be won or lost by a 
hair’s breadth, but when the flag 
fell to end the Mountain Road- 
racing Association's first six-hour 
event, the front-runners were so close 
that no official call was made. In fact, 
nobody was sure who won. 

The prime contender seemed to be 
the Yoshima Honda 400 four ridden 
by Charley McDonald and Tom 
Marquardt, the same team which won 
last year. The pair took advantage of 
their horsepower edge to open a 
commanding lead in the rain- 
slickened early laps of the race. 

In the first hour their competition 
came from what would be an odd 
mixture of machinery on another 
track—a Yamaha T1500 thumper, a 
Rickman Kawasaki Z-1 and a Yamaha 
RD400. But this isn’t unusual at the 
extremely tight, 1.1-mile, 9-turn 
Woody Creek track which gives no 
particular advantage to any type of 
machine. The big fast bikes lose time 
in the three very tight hairpins and 
regain it on the straights, and just the 
opposite is true for the lighter, less 
powerful bikes. The Aspen track is the 
great equalizer and is probably the 





only track where the single-class, run- 
what-you-brung format which the 
MRA uses for this race can be fair to 
everyone racing. 

It looked like McDonald and 
Marquardt would walk away with the 
race easily. They continued to leave 
the competition for the first two 
hours as the track dried out, but then 
McDonald crashed, bending ‘a 
handlebar. His overzealous efforts to 
straighten it broke the bar, and the 
team lost about six laps welding it up. 

That delay dropped them down to 
about fourth or fifth, but the pair ran 
hard for the next four hours and made 
quick, smooth fuel stops. By the last 
hour they were back in contention, 
and after the lap charts were 
thoroughly’ checked, McDonald, 
Marquardt and the Yoshima Honda 
were awarded the $300 first place prize 
from Kawasaki of Boulder. 

But it was close: John Roddy and 
Mike Davidson had ridden a steady, 
speedy, crash-free race on their 
Yamaha T1500 and had the winners 
in sight at the finish—-which means 
they were within 10 seconds when they 
collected second place. 

Less than a mile back Bob Shettle 
and Norm Meyer brought their 
Denver Institute of Technology TT500 
in for third after another fairly steady 
race. Consistency and a TT500 also 
served the Woody's Wheel Works- 
sponsored fourth-place finisher which 
Woody Witte shared with Terry 
Wischhoffer. Ms. Wischhoffer's style 
both on and off the track were 
remarked on by many, and Witte: 
commented that she could easily rival 
Carter Alsop as the first woman of 
American road racing. At Aspen she 
was smoking the troops even with a 
recently broken collarbone. 

Always rapid Rusty Sharp and 
partner Keith Kiyota looked like they 
might be headed for the win aboard 
their almost stock RD400 at the four- 
hour mark. Then Kiyota crashed 
heavily, and although Sharp pressed 
on while Kiyota recovered, he had to 
stop first to bandage a muffler and 
then replace it with one purloined 
from a spectator’s bike. This setback 
(in addition to two more crashes) 
dropped their Brighton Cycles/Flower 
Co. entry to fifth with 294 laps, 6 less 
than the winner. 

Sixth place eventually fell to the Ft. 
Collins Cycle Center Honda 750 of

Ray Farrow and Hugh Kenny who 
surrendered a handful of places when 
they stopped to replace their front 
brake pucks. Confronted with Aspen’s 
severe braking requirements, several 
teams had braking problems. 
Yamahas filled out the rest of the 
top ten. An SR500 piloted by Merlyn 
Plumlee and Mike Willett occupied 
seventh and a TT500 with Bob 
Brownel and Gary Glassnap (who is 
better known as a professional 
motocrosser) captured ninth. Neil 
Tucker and Ricky Orlando survived a 
crash to bring their RD400 home in 
eighth and Mike Cameron and Steve 
Bertine brought their RD in the 10th 
of 23 finishers.
